ND Efore the laſt Age Tele ſcopes were altog: ther unknown' 

to the world, bur fitice thzir invention, moſt wonderful 
diſcoveries in the Heavens have been'made. It is now Fvi-' 
dent that all the Planets are fo many Opaque denſe bodies with« 
out any light whatever, aad all of them { exc2pt the Sun'Y » 


- change their faces like the Moon, o' that Yenus and Mercury 


ſometimes appzar-like. an half Moon, 'and ſometimes quite , 
round, aceordrng as they are more or leſs oppoſite to the'Sun, 
and they have ſpots in their Superficies jult as the Moon has, 
and of the ſame blackneſs,, There is atfo obferved that the 
black: {pots. in the Convexity of the body of the Sun are 
variable, and do move regularly towards the Welt, finiſth-, 
ing their Revolution in about 26, 'or 29, dayes; which, 
proves: that the bedy of the Sun turns upon his center with 
that Mtion, Theſe ſolar ſpots are judged to be Evaporati- 
ons from:the Body of the Sun, like as Vapours are to the, 
earth which ariſe from thence; and form themfelves into 
Clonds, There have bzen alſo notable diſcoveries in the' 
Moon, which there is not here ſpace to enlarge upon ; only 
itisevident that the Lucid parts of her Rody are rugged like 
the Earth, and tae ſpots of the Moon reſemble the Sea ; and. 
the ſurface of this Planet is ſet all over with certain round 
hollows, like pits or wells of ſeveral magnitudes, It isalla' 
very ſurprizing that in her Eclipſe, when it is Eclipſed a fin- 
zers breadth, or two ta the naked eye, it isnot at all - Eclipſed 
if you look on it with a Tcleſcope ; and when it is quite freed' 
from the Ecliple in the Teleſcope, it yet appears to be Eclips 
ſed a hngers or two br:adth to the naked eye [ as was '0yY» 
tervedat Boſton in the Eclipſe on November the 30. 1685.] 
By the help of the Teleſcope we diſcover that Saturn is not 
an intire rolind Globe ( as1n all former Ages was believed)
